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THE PATH leading to alcoholism differs, but the end of the 
trail for most of those afflicted is illustrated by a state of 
somnolence: as every alcoholic knows a stimulant is 
secondarily a depressant. What started out with such high 
good spirits ends for some on the icy rocks of impotence.

Alcoholics in Lompoc tell their story

Alcoholism in Lompoc was recently compared to 
an iceberg. 
“We just barely see the tip right now, said Stan 
Rowett, Farm House board member "A lot of 
times in the community we see the people who are 
out of control. Their family is fed up with them — 
they don’t want them anymore A lot of times 
they’re in trouble with the authorities ’ 
Rowett continued by stating that there are a lot 
of people in homes today who are alcoholics but 
their family feels that it’s their responsibility to 
take care of them. Besides, it s shameful to let 
anyone know their husband, wife or child is an 
alcoholic. 
Cindy, 25-year-old wife and mother of three, was 
married when she was 21 - her second marriage 
She started to drink because there was nothing to 
do. Her husband wouldn’t take her out, she says. It 
was either feel the blows when he came home, or 
go out and get drunk and not feel the blows. 
Then one night she got drunk and tried to kill 
him. She was arrested for assault with a deadly 
weapon. While on probation, she was referred for 


counseling to the Dawn House. 
Cindy is now working on a divorce. She recently 
got a job serving drinks. No problem, she says. 
"I don't drink when I’m working. It's just that 
once I start I can’t stop. I like to drink." 
Cindy didn’t even try Alcoholics Anonymous 
(AA). 
“Here they help me with all my problems,’’ she 
said. 
The AA family in Lompoc has been around since 
the beginning of AA in this country, some say, 
which would be between 1935 and 1940. One long 
time member say it has been around for at least 27 
years, maybe longer. To be sure one would have to 
find the first members. But many have moved on 
— some to start another AA group in another part 
of the world. 


AA membership is as difficult to run down as the 
groups' longevity. There are at least four different 
meeting groups in Lompoc alone, maybe more. 
Some individuals attend meetings of more than one 
group. One AA old-timer estimates the present 
active membership at around 50. Another feels it 
maybe well over 100. 


AA has no formal structure, no governing 
officers, no rules or regulations, no fees or dues. 
They do not accept contributions from non­ 


members. Each group is based on the twelve 
traditions, which spell out the basic guidelines and 
beliefs upon which AA was first founded, and uses 
the twelve steps, guidelines to help an alcoholic in 
his effort to become a better person 
Step one reads: We admitted we were powerless 
over alcohol — that our lives had become 
unmanageable. 
“Working the steps isn’t enough," said one 
woman at a recent AA meeting. “You have to be 
honest with yourself and others Always before if I 
lied I had to live with it the rest of my life because I 
couldn't face the embarrassment of admitting 1 
had been wrong. " 
The feeling at the AA meeting is nothing if not 
friendly, open and understanding. 
“I’m Sue, and I’m an alcoholic." 
“Hi Sue!" (members in unison >. 
“I 
was a-behind-the-curtain, 
under-the sink 
drinker. I started out by drinking in the evenings 
after the kids were in bed (she has six children». 
Before 1 knew it, I was drinking in the morning 
Then 24 hours around the clock 
Faced with 
divorce, I started coming to AA I was hurting not 
only myself but seven other people. Now I’m proud 
to show people pictures of me then because there is 
such an improvement all the way around."

Collecting bills 
for child support 
major county effort

County reporter 
Child support collection has become a major operation in the $1.7 million district 
attorney's office budget approved by the Board of Supervisors. 
In fact, District Attorney Stanley 
Roden’s office may make support 
collections in the 1975-76 fiscal year 
totaling $1,750,000, the supervisors were 
told. 
The board approved a $621,026 budget 
for the child support division for the 
fiscal year starting July 1. 
It increased positions in the division 
from an existing 16 to 40. 
The child support division in this 
county 
is 
blossom ing 
out 
in 
unprecedented fashion the same as 
elsewhere, due, Roden said, to new 
federal requirements on state and 
county agencies. 
The aim of the program is to cut down 
on the number of welfare cases in the 
counties. 
Roden Was directed to slash $25,000 
from his budget, without touching the 
child support division appropriation, 
which will be supported by 75 per cent 
fe d e r a l 
r e im b u r se m e n t 
of 
administrative 
costs. 
Additional 
enforcement incentive payments will be 
provided by the state. 
The 
net 
county 
cost 
for 
the 
department is seen as dipping below the 
$1 million mark. 
The 40 positions will provide sizable 
staffs for both north county and South 
Coast child support operations. 
It is estimated it will take six months 
to establish systems, train personnel 
and carry out other dictates to develop 


the 
accelerated 
new 
enforcement 
program and meet mandatory audit 
requirements. 
The 
restructured 
child 
support 
division could be operated at no net 
county cost, due to offsetting revenues 
including 
$465,769 
for 
federal 
reimbursement and $225,000 in state 
enforcement incentive funds. 
A large number of cases are not 
currently contributing child support due 
to manpower limitations. 
There currently are large Aid to 
Families 
with 
Dependent 
Children 
(AFDC) welfare caseloads in Lompoc 
and Santa Maria with only about 13 to 14 
per cent contributing child support. 
Over 71 per cent of non-welfare cases 
are paying child support. 
Mandatory requirements under the 
expanded system include review of 
existing caseload of 5,300 cases for 
adequacy, and processing of all existing 
voluntary 
agreements 
through 
the 
Superior Court for conversion to court 
orders. 
Also there is provision of equal 
service to non-welfare as well as 
welfare cases. Non-welfare caseload is 
expected to increase 100 per cent to 2,500 
cases, with total caseload at more than 
8,000.

Closure of U.S. bases 
threatened by Turkey 


ANKARA (UPI) - Turkey, angered 
at the arms embargo imposed by the 
U.S. Congress, formally notified the 
United States today 
that 
it must 
renegotiate the future of its bases in 
Turkey —including the vital Black Sea 
bases used to monitor Soviet missile 
launchings. 
Turkish press reports said if the U.S. 
arms embargo was not lifted by July 15, 
Turkey 
would close down 
the 
25 
American bases in the country. These 
include 
U.S. 
intelligence 
gathering 
bases on the Black Sea opposite the 
Soviet Union’s coastline. 
“The Turkish government has decided 
to negotiate the new rules and conditions 
governing the maintenance of joint 
defense facilities and activities with the 
United States," Foreign Minister Ihsan 
Sabri Caglayangil said. 
“The U.S. Embassy in Ankara has 
been notified of 
the government’s 
decision this morning with a note." 


Caglayangil 
said 
Congress 
had 
violated bilateral defense agreements 
between Turkey 
and the U.S. 
by 
imposing the arms embargo Feb. 5 to 
protest the use of American arms in 
Turkey’s 
invasion 
of 
Cyprus 
last 
summer. 
“This action has set free Turkey to 
take any measures whenever they are 
considered 
necessary,” 
Caglayangil 
said. 
He did not elaborate on the contents of 
the note sent to the U.S. Embassy. 
William Macomber Jr., the U.S. 
ambassador in Ankara, currently is in 
Washington. 
The Istanbul daily Hurriyet reported 
today that Turkey has set July 15 as the 
deadline for lifting the arms embargo. 
“However Turkey’s diplomatic note to 
the U.S. does not carry the weight of an 
ultimatum," it said. “If the arms 
embargo is not lifted by July 15, Turkey 
will try to get negotiations going. ” 
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Housing 
measure 
stalled 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The Senate 
has delayed final passage of a $950 
million bill to provide low-interest state 
housing loans for low and middle income 
Californians. 
The delay in the Senate Monday came 
shortly after the Assembly voted 67-8 to 
accept a compromise of the measure 
ironed out by a two-house conference 
committee. 
Some senators demanded more time 
to review the conference committee 
report, and forced postponement of a 
vote to send the bill to Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. until at least Thursday. 
Sought by the governor, the bUl (AB1) 
would authorize low-interest loans to 
develop housing, mostly rental apart­ 
ment units, for persons who otherwise 
could not afford adequate shelter in the 
currently troubled economy. 
Under the measure, roughly six of 
every 10 Californians could qualify for 
tenancy in one of the housing complexes, 
or in some cases, for direct home 
purchase loans. These would be persons 
of low and “moderate" incomes. 
Assemblyman Peter Chacon, D-San 
Diego, a chief author of the legislation, 
has estimated the program 
would 
provide 20,000 new housing units and 
18,000 construction jobs during its first 
year and a half. This would represent 
slightly 
less 
than 
one-tenth 
of 
California's projected housing needs. 
Brown ordered the legislature into 
special session Feb. 17 to act quickly on 
the housing finance issue. 
A state housing finance agency would 
be established to administer the loans 
from the sale of state bonds.

At a White House briefing Monday, 
press secretary Ron Nessen was asked 
about a Washington Post report which 
said Strategic Air Command bomber 
crews “already have received new 
mission folders explaining their new 
tasks. 
"These instructions represent another 
big step in the Ford administration’s 
controversial decision to prepare the 
nation for a small nuclear war ... as well 
as for a war of massive destruction," 
the newspaper said. 
Nessen, asked whether Ford had given 
the go-ahead for the training, said: 
“Well, I don’t know whether the 
President specifically gave his approval 
for the exercise. 
“It is an exercise,’’ he continued, 
“ and 
American 
forces 
conduct 
exercises all over the world for any 
possible contingency, all possible contin­ 
gencies that may come up in an 
uncertain world. 
“The fact that the forces exist does 
not in any way indicate that the United 
States intends to use them. 
“In fact, quite the opposite. The 
purpose of those forces is to deter a 
situation where they might have to be 
used. So the fact that these forces are 
taking part in an exercise is really a 
very normal part of the preparation ... 
but it more importantly adds credibility 
to the deterrent feature of having these 
forces." 
Pentagon officials said they never 
comment on operational plans. One 
ranking officer said the change was 
integrating such possibilities as a one- 
shot apiece nuclear war into SIOP, the 
Single Integrated Operational Plan for 
nuclear war.

Initiating the program along with 
Santa Barbara County districts are 16 
districts in Contra Costa County ; all 37 
districts in Humboldt and Del

counties;

The Beautification Commission hopes to 
hammer out a final proposal on street furniture 
to make to the City Council in a special meeting 
Wednesday night 
Commissioner Jim Magnuson presented the 
panel with ideas for improving the downtown 
area between G, H and I streets, that he and 
fellow commissioner Stephanie Bullock had 
worked out, at a regular session last night. 
With secretary Mike Kaufman urging the 
commission to come up with something 
concrete to present the council soon, it was 
decided to call a special meeting for 7:30 p.m. 
Wednesday to make final recommendations. 
Being considered for inclusion in the proposal 
are trash receptacles, benches, mail boxes, 
newsstands, fire hydrants, planters and light 
standards. The designs being worked on are 
transitional in nature so as to blend in with both 
the old Spanish and more modern building styles 
in the area. 
In other action, the commission approved a 
motion conveying to the council its wishes to 


see the landscaping for the library along D 
Street planned along the lines of a thickly 
wooded area The commission wants the trees 
that are used to be selected only from the street 
tree list. No trees would be planted in the D 
Street right-of-way. 
Also included in the library landscaping would 
be annual and California native flowers. 
The commission also approved a motion 
recommending the city council adopt the flower 
logo as the official city symbol. 
Funds for improving East Ocean Ave. from 
Seventh to 13th Streets have been cut from the 
State budget, the panel was told 
Kaufman told the commission the city had 
received word from the state the East Ocean 
project at this time had no money and it was 
doubtful any would be forthcoming in the 
budget, which takes effect July 1. Work on the 
improvements was due to start July 1. 
The news means the commission’s plans to 
put a Lompoc sign on the east edge of town have 
been delayed further. Construction of the sign 
had been put off until the road work was 
completed.

"Before I came to AA I felt 
ashamed that I had a drinking 
problem—like 
there 
was 
something morally wrong with 
me,” said one woman. “Now I 
realize that it’s an illness—a 
chemical imbalance in our 
systems.” 
"I had always thought that 
my wife was making me 
miserable,” 
said one man 
slowly. “I now realize that I 
was putting her through hell. ” 
“ I ’m 
glad 
I 'm 
an 
alcoholic," 
said 
another 
member. "It has helped me 
open up ... helped me realize 
how great life can be. ” 
Ally, 17 years old, started 
drinking when she was 13. She 
was on drugs even before that. 
She has been arrested for being 
drunk. 
She 
has 
been 
on 
informal probation for six 
months She has talked with 
Pat Tulloh, coordinator of 
adolescent services at Mental 
Health, and thought she was 
great. 
Even though Ally still drinks 
and takes drugs occasionally,

"Getting drunk gets to be a 
drag just like going to school,” 
said Ally.

high school she wants to 
continue on through college and 
eventually become a lawyer. 
"If I can make it,” she said. 
“I’m intelligent,” she added 
with a laugh. 
"She is,” said Lew Copeland 
of the Drop In Center where 
Ally has been coming since she 
was 14. 


It’s a room used often for AA 
meetings Only this time there 
are between 14 and 15 young 
people—some 
joking 
and 
relaxed, 
some 
joking 
and 
nervous,

withdrawn. 
While on probation, Ally came 
to this group but soon realised 
her mistake. 
The group is Alateen. Though 
many believe it to be a group 
for teenagers with alcohol 
problems, this is not the case. 
Alateen is a program designed 
for children of alcoholics. Here 
too they follow the twelve steps 
and 
respect one another’s 
anonymity. 
Through 
sharing 
their 
problems and following the 
steps, Alateen members come 
to understand the problem 
their parent or parents are 
facing and how they can do 
away with their own bitterness. 
"When my folks used to fight 
I felt like I should be there to 
break it up.” 
"Ever since my parents 
started going to AA it’s been 
better. TTiey still fight but not 
as bad.” 
"Since I’ve been coming to 
Alateen I can really understand 
my old man’s problem. We can 
talk now.” 
"I came to Alateen to get my 
parents off my back and it’s 
helped,” said one high school 
senior. His actions throughout 
the meeting implied that he 
now enjoyed coming. 
Alateen, though run by the 
teenagers 
themselves, 
is 
sponsored by a volunteer from 
Al-Anon. Al-Anon is for wives, 
husbands 
or 
parents 
of 
alcoholics and presently has a 
membership of around 45. 
Said one woman who has 
been going to Al-Anon meetings 
for over seven years, "Some of 
these people have come in with 
wrists 
slashed, 
crying 
or 
panicked...and look at them 
now. They’re happy. It’s a 
miracle!” 
"We don’t give advice here,” 


she continued "We only say 
what we did when it happened 
to us If someone comes to me 
with a problem that only a 
professional can help her with, 
I’ll tell her to go to mental 
health. They’ve said they’ll 
help us. But there are some 
things they couldn’t help with 
because they haven’t been 
there. They don’t know how it 
feels.” 
“I don’t see how my husband 
stayed with me,” said one 
woman. ”1 was sick. I made his 
suffering worse than it needed 
to be.” 
“When he was drinking there 
was hate. But then there would 
be a couple days of sobriety and 
the love would return.” 
Al-Anon members don’t meet 
to condemn their alcoholic 
relative. They like Alateen 
members, 
are learning 
to 
accept that person as he or she 
is 
and 
try 
to 
improve 
themselves. In some cases it 
may save a marriage. In some 
it may not. 
'This program makes you 
look in the mirror and see 
yourself, appreciate yourself 
and love yourself. And not till 
you do that can you love any 
one else,” said one member 
"I’m glad I’ve been married to 
a couple of alcoholics because 
it has helped me to get to know 
myself better.”

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Italy, Portugal, Turkey fade 
as NATO's position crumbles

Housing

United Press International 
Developments in Italy, Portugal and Turkey this week reflect 
the crumbling political arid military position of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation. 
The events along Europe's Mediterranean coast have dealt 
serious setbacks to an alliance painstakingly built up by the 
United States since World War II. 
In Italy, the Communists made major advances Monday in 
regional elections, strengthening their demands for a role in 
running the economically troubled nation. 
Italy is a key member of NATO, the defense organisation 
formed at the beginning of the Cold War to defend Western 
Europe against Communist takeovers. 
But Italy's Communist party, the strongest in the West, has 
proven its electoral muscle by getting a third of the vote and 
pulling to within two per cent of the ruling Christian Democrats. 
Although the voting does not directly affect the national 
government, the remits stepped up pressure for giving the 
Communists a role in the coalition. 


Few pretend that Communist participation would make Italy a 
more reliable NATO ally. It would be a blow to a southern flank 
already weakened by events in Portugal. 
The Revolutionary Council of Portugal’s ruling Armed Forces 
Movement has been meeting for four days to consider whether to 
restrict -o r even outlaw —the nation’s political parties.

White House aides said the 
statement, prepared in the 
office of Chief of Staff Donald 
Rumsfeld, did not mean Ford 
favors an “open convention” in 
which he would lose control of 
the choice for the number two 
spot. 
“He does not want to lock 
himself in 14 months before the 
convention,” an aide said. 
White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen, who issued the 
statement, said he had been 
holding it for several days 
waiting for a question on the 
subject. 
“I think the President feels 
every convention is open until 
one 
candidate 
had 
the 
delegates he needs to win the 
nomination, whether for vice 
resident 
or 
president,” 
lessen said. 


The Communists have supported the moves of the military 
rulers against Portugal’s Socialist party, which won the most 
votes in last April’s national election to no avail. 
The left-wing military government also gave the Communists 
control Monday of República, one of Portugal’s last non- 
Communtst newspapers. 
U.S. officials are known to believe -rightly or wrongly - that 
Portugal is “already lost” to the alliance despite affirmations of 
loyalty. 
On NATO’s eastern flank, Turkey and Greece, NATO allies but 
historic enemies are at odds over the Cyprus crisis. 
Turkey invaded Cyprus last summer after Greece s armed 
forces touched off a coup that raised the fears of the island s 
Turkish Cypriot minority. 
Last February, the U.S. Congress defied the administration s 
wishes and cut off military aid to Turkey. The Senate has voted to 
restore the aid but the House has not. 
Turkey, the only NATO country bordering Russia, said Monday 
the United States violated its bilateral agreement by shutting off 
the arms

Government sources in Ankara said Turkey has apparently 
decided to start shutting down at least some of the 25 American 
bases in return. 
The Cold War has been replaced by equilibrium and detente But 
the events in Italy, Portugal and Turkey weaken the Atlantic 
Alliance and threaten to tilt the balance.

regulations Ford also will meet commissioners 
of 10 independent regulatory agencies on the 
need to improve regulation and procedures. 
—Establishment of a White House group to 
work with Congress and the agencies in this 
area 
—Continued use of veto powers “to stem the 
escalation of federal programs and agencies ” 
The remarks were Ford’s strongest on record 
on curtailing federal authority over business 
He said businessmen, watching the “fantastic 
pace’’ of government spending, “foresee an end 
to individual initiative in American life, a 
government turned into an instrument of 
philanthropic collectivism ... a prospect of 
productive citizens required by law to support a 
growing number of non-productive citizens ” 


He decried collectivism, a term he has not 
used before in public remarks. 


A responsible society must help certain 
individuals do what they cannot achieve alone, 
Ford said But that is “a far cry from the 
runaway spending that confines government to 
no boundary, undermines individual incentive ...’

PAHUTE MESA, Nev. (UPI) - The United 
States will set off the ninth nuclear test 
explosion of the year Wednesday, giving 
warnings that indicate it may be the most 
powerful such explosion in two years. 
A “weapons related” device —meaning a 
nuclear bomb or warhead —will be detonated 
deep under the earth at 7 a.m. Wednesday at the 
Nevada Test Site in the desert 120 miles north of 
Las Vegas. 
The Energy Research and Development 
Administration, 
successor 
to the defunct 
Atomic Energy Commission, said the blast will 
pack a punch of 200 kilotons to one megaton. The 
minimum yield given is 10 times the power of 
the A-bombs that devastated Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki. The maximum is equal to detonation 
of a million tons of TNT, or 50 times the power 


of those early bombs 
Th explosion, code named “Mast, is only the 
second in the megaton range since June of 1973, 
out of scores of tests. “Tybo,” set off May 14, 
was called the most powerful explosion since 
June of 1973 but indications were that Wednes­ 
day’s blast, although officially in the same 
deliberately vague power class, will be greater. 
The “Tybo” bomb was buried 2,500 feet under 
the desert. “Mast” will be set off 3,000 feet 
down. Officials ordered the Exchange Club, an 
aged adobe bar and hotel that is one of the few 
buildings near the test site, evacuated when 
“Mast” goes off, a precaution that was not 
required for the test last month 
It will be the 273rd underground nuclear test 
at the site since the United States and Russia 
agreed in 1963 to ban tests in the atmosphere. 
Viet refugee resettlement 
taking longer than expected 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Re­ 
settlement of Vietnamese re­ 
fugees is taking longer than 
expected, the General Account­ 
ing Off ice says. 
As a result, there is a chance 
“existing appropriations may 
not provide sufficient funding” 
and “bottlenecks” in getting 
refugees to sponsors could 
extend the program past its 
intended June 30,1976, cutoff, a 
GAO report said. 
The government’s interagen­ 
cy refugee task force said that 
as of Monday 2B per cent of thp 
131,000 refugees were out of the 
four U.S. camps provided for 
them and living with American 
families. A similar number, 
about 35,000, were at staging 
areas at U.S. bases in the 
Pacific, and about 59,000 were 
at U.S. refugee camps. 
Officials said they hoped to 
have the U.S. camps cleared by 
October. 
The backlog is caused mostly 
by a requirement that all 
refugees get security clearance 
by five government agencies 
and the lack of American 
sponsors, which has created a 
“bottleneck in the processing 
system,” the GAO report said. 
As of the end of May, 72 per 
cent of the total arrivals at the 
four continental camps did not 
have sponsors, according to the 
report. "Much of the delay was 
created by initial problems in 
developing 
sponsorship pro­ 
grams, including verifying the 


genuineness of sponsorship of­ 
fers,” it said. 
Task force spokesman Elinor 
Green characterized the GAO 
report as fair, but said its 
figures on a variety of matters 
may be out of date. She said 
there is “an absolute require­ 
m e n t ” 
for 
v er if yi ng 
sponsorship offers because, “If 
you speed up that verification 
what you wind up doing is later 
spending more for welfare 
payments.”

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Big S.F. quake 
would kill 8,000 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — A major earthquake in San 
Francisco in 1976 would likely leave more than 8,000 persons 
dead and a half million homeless, according to a doomsday 
scenario written by two University of Colorado researchers. 
The script of sociologist J Eugene Haas and geographer 
Gilbert F. White was unveiled Monday at a news conference 
called by the National Science Foundation. 
Haas and White predicted that a major catastrophe on a 
scale of the 1906 earthquake "is liable to occur some time 
over the course of the next few decades” in the city by the 
Golden Gate 
For dramatic effect they picked 1976 and wrote a 
scenario It has the Republican presidential nominee and his 
running mate meeting an election year crowd at Grant 
Avenue and Market Street, in the heart of the business 
district. 
“ He (the presidential nominee> got out of his car, walked 
briskly to the sidewalk where the crowd was being 
restrained, and started shaking hands,” the script said. 
"W ith an intensity of the Mercalli scale of the 1906 
tremor, 
the earthquake 
struck. With one massive 
convulsion, the sidewalks seemed to bolt in one direction, as 
if a carpet were being dragged out. 
“ Hundreds of persons, including the two nominees, lost 
their balance and, in fallii^, topped others with them. 
Almost instantly parapets rained down, mingling with flying 
glass More than 50 persons were killed in the first SO 
seconds in the vicinity of the corner. Among them was the 
handshaking presidential nominee. Almost 1,000 were 
seriously injured in the vicinity, including the vice- 
presidential nominee ” 
The script said such an earthquake would kill 8,750 
persons, injure 22,000 and leave 500,000 residents without 
homes 
The scenario came out of a three-year, 1800,000 study 
which advises San Francisco leaders to diminiidi earthquake 
hazards in “ high risk" areas by turning them into parks. It 
would be “ economically impracticable to remove San 
Francisco to some safer area,” the study said.

But from the 
pedestal of that fame, he has 
over the years involved himself 
in controversy over the pace — 
and direction —of science in 
the United States vs. Russia. 
Monday, 
the 
67-year-old 
bushy-browed researcher reti­ 
red, and made it clear nothing 
has changed. He said Russia 
“ will control the future” if 
America’s youth abandons its 
interest in science. 
Teller stepped down from the 
University of California and the 
Lawrence research facility, a 
leader in world nuclear re­ 
search. But he left no doubt he 
will continue his controversial 
and outspoken opinions. 
This time, he said the quality 
of young scientists “ has de­ 
clined to a catastrophic degree. 
“ What young man wants to 
go today into a field that is 
considered irrelevant by so 
many people?” he continued. 
The turning away of public 
sentiment against scientists, 
particularly among the young, 
cannot help to have an effect on 
the ultimate product ” 
Teller also attacked politi­ 
cians who 
fail to support 
programs 
to 
increase 
the 
nation’s energy supply. 
“ The Russians have not been 
stopped 
by 
the cutting of 
appropriations," he said. He 
added that “ if Russia continues 
to go ahead while we are in­ 
volved in philisophical discus­ 
sions, they will control the 
future.” 
Teller received congratulato­ 
ry messages from Presklent 
Ford, Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller and Defense Secre­ 
tary Jam es Schiesinger. 
Ford’s letter praised Teller’s 
“ unshakable 
belief 
in 
in­ 
dividualism, progress and tech- 
' nical advancement. ’ ’ 
The Hungarian-born Teller, 
who fled Hitler’s Germany in 
1934, 
said 
the 
country 
is 
approaching a period worse 
than the 1930s in its potential 
threat of war and problems in 
the areas of energy and food. 


He grumbled that “ too many 
young people, and many of the 
rest of us, have been spoiled. ” 
Teller is no stranger to 
controversy. 
He opposed the 1963 nuclear 
test ban treaty with Russia,

Hisle, who led the Twins m game- 
winning hits last season, came through 
in the clutch again Monday night by 
delivering a two-run single in the ninth 
inning which capped a three-run rally 
and gave the Twins a 7-6 triumph over 
the Oakland A s Hisle also had his 10th 
homer in the first inning

all singled to load the bases before Hisle 
delivered his gamewinning blow off 
reliever Jim Todd.

Dandy Dan left his mark on John 


But Lompoc rider came back; 
now he's No. 1 in college

Even though he’s ridden more than 100 
rodeos since then, John McDonald has 
little trouble remembering back two 
summers ago to a rodeo in Folsom, 
California 
It was at Folsom that a surly bull by 
the name of Dandy Dan tossed Johnny 
into the arena dirt and then stepped on 
his stomach. 
Not only did John lose the rodeo, but 
also his spleen and part of his pancreas 
During his 19-day stay in the hospital, 
one female intern consoled John by 
reminding him that, “At least if you get 
stepped on again, you won’t have much 
to take out.” 
The doctors told McDonald, then an 
18-year-old college freshman, that he 
would be able to rodeo again, in about a 
year. 
Nine weeks after leaving the hospital 
he was easing his slender body onto the 
broad back of a rodeo bull 
If that run-in with Dandy Dan slowed 
Johnny’s rodeo progress, you would 
never know it by looking at the current 
national standings in intercollegiate 
rodeo 
John, a junior at Cal Poly and the star 
on the school’s powerful rodeo team, is 
the nation’s leading collegiate bull rider, 
based on accumulated points. 
He’s also seventh in bareback riding 
nationally and fourth in all-around. 
In the Western Region, which consists 
of 27 schools in California, Arizona and 
Nevada, Johnny finished first in the 
final bull-riding standings, second in all- 
around, and third in bareback riding. 
It would be hard to find a more 
intimidating sports event than bull 
riding, especially after you’ve sampled 
a bull’s hooves. Johnny must have 
considered taking up a gentler sport 


after his accident. 
“Nope,” he says without hesitation. “I 
wasn’t ever scared. It’s something you 
get over after you ride for a while It s 
just a challenge to stay on. You don’t 
have any fear, but you have to get 
yourself mentally prepared. Just the 
challenge to ride — that’s all you’re 
after.” 
The Cal Poly Mustangs are sort of the 
UCLA Bruins of western collegiate 
rodeo This year they won the regional 
championship for the 18th consecutive 
year. 
McDonald played no small part in the 
title. He competed in five events — bull 
riding, bareback riding, saddle-bronc 
riding, calf roping and team roping. 
The culmination of the collegiate 
season will be the National Finals next 
week in Bozeman, Montana John will 
compete in his three most consistent 
events, bull and bareback riding and 
team roping. Last year, he failed to 
place at the nationals, but two years ago 
he took second place in bull riding 
The college season is just a part of 
McDonald’s 
rodeo 
activity 
Last 
summer he traveled the California 
Cowboy 
Association 
(CCA) 
circuit, 
hitting about 70 rodeos and earning 
about $4,700. 
Rodeo is the only collegiate sport 
where on athlete may legally earn 
money in his sport during the non- 
collegiate season. 
Rodeo is also helping put John and his 
teammates through school at Poly. He 
won $1,500 worth of scholarships for his 
Western Division bull-riding title. The 
money, donated by a national tobacco 
company, goes to the Poly Rodeo Club, 
in John’s name. The club voted a 
sizeable share of the cash to John 
personally. 


He’s working toward a degree in 
agricultural business management, with 
the idea of perhaps becoming a ranch 
manager — when his rodeo days are 
over. 


Right now his goal is the rodeo big 
tune — the Rodeo Cowboy Association 
(RCA) circuit. 


“I’m gonna give it a go,” says John. 
“If it works out for me, great. If not, 
well, I’m going to school.” 
Johnny has an RCA permit. In order to 
get an unrestricted RCA membership 
card, he’ll have to win $1,000 at RCA 
rodeos. 
He’ll hit about three or four rodeos a 
week this summer, some CCA and some 
RCA. 


John is the y .ungest member of a 
rodeo family. 
The four McDonald kids grew up 
around rodeo arenas, watching their 
dad, Tom, and mother, Lois, compete. 
Mom has retired from rodeo but Dad is 
still active in team roping. 
Taylor, 23, does some bull riding and 
other events, and Bonnie, 21, is a 
competitor 
in 
the 
Girls 
Rodeo 
Association. 
John claims he’s no campus hero at 
Poly, although he admits that “this is a 
pretty rodeo-oriented school. There’s a 
lot of people who know who I am. But as 
long as I don’t act any different, I won’t 
be treated any different.”

The stories of large families hunting 
in vain for larger quarters in which to 
live are commonplace in this day of 
Housing 
shortage 
Meanwhile 
the 
Families survive, »mehow. jammed 
together in one and two bedroom houses 
or apartments Very often part of the 
problem is money Many large families 
seem to go hand in hand with incomes 
too modest for their needs 
Large 
families 
on 
welfare 
particularly affected. 
All 
this 
came 
together the other day 
in one. poignant story 
that 
came 
to 
this 
reporter’s attention. 
Some details were 
unknown at the time 
of this writing and 
other 
details 
are 
purposely withheld to 
protect the innocent. 
The woman is still 
criteria. She came to 
from a midwestem city about 15 years 
ago. Since then the years have not been 
easy One husband was committed to a 
mental hospital, another is reportedly 
an alcoholic At any rate, the woman 
finds herself with five children, the 
youngest, 
only two years old, on 
welfare, and staring into an uncertain 
future with an eviction notice in her 
hand. 
The legality of the woman s position 
was not immediately clear, although 
from all sides comes the story that she 
broke her lease A spokesman for the 
apartment in which the family has been 
living, said the woman signed up for the 
apartment with three of her children 
v isible and then, brought the other two 
in later. There may be some rough edges 
on these details, but essentially they are 
believed to be accurate 
The woman has been paying $200 a

month for a two-bedroom apartment, 
out of the MOO a month she gets from 
welfare. Now she must move and just 
where 
is 
uncertain. 
The 
welfare 
department 
says a 
three or 
four 
bedroom house or apartment would be 
adequate, but there were none on the 
horizon last week. 
If the family is evicted, there is the 
possibility that the welfare department 
would have to farm the children out to 
foster homes until they could be brought 
together again as a family unit. For 
reasons 
that 
may 
be 
peculiar 
to 
motherhood, 
the woman fears the 
separation from her children, both for 
its immediate impact on the children's 
sensibilities and for the possibility, 
which is only a nameless fear, at this 
point, that the separation could be 
permanent. 


This reporter has talked with the 
woman several times by telephone and 
finds her 
fiercely devoted to her 
children. Friends who have known her 
for sometime or who have talked with 
her in person, say she is a hard worker 
and that she only needs a chance. That’s 
where the matter stood Monday. 


BITS AND PIECES. I’m endebted to 
school trustee Karl Braun for the letter 
written by Tan, the exchange student 
from Turkey who has been living with 
the Braun family. In her letter, she 
writes, tongue in cheek, “And I did not 
like Thanksgiving! ... We don’t eat 
Americans in Turkey.” ...

Joe Carlin, school district 
business manager, came back from 
Sacramento, Monday, carrying word 
that the legislature will probably pass 
SB 220 with support from Assemblyman 
Gary Hart and Sen. Omer Rains, but 
that Gov. Brown will probably veto the 
bill. For those who don’t know, the bill 
would, if enacted, bring the district 
$385,000 in new state aid monies. 


PUC reforms 


Substantial ‘reforms’’ of the Public 
Utilities Commission are being sought 
by Assemblyman Gordon Duffy in a 
package of bills which he says would 
“open up the PUC to public scrutiny and 
diminish the power of commissioners to 
act individually.” 
The emergence of Duffy as a critic of 
the 
PUC 
relieves 
the 
stigma 
of 
partisanship 
which 
has 
heretofore 
clouded the issues involved in charges 
levelled exclusively by the Democrats 
For, while the commission is intended 
to be non-partisan, the fact that the five 
commissioners are appointed by the 
governor for six year terms, makes it 
possible for a two term governor to 
install a full board composed only of 
those whose political views and loyalties 
echo his own. 
Attacks upon the PUC, which have 
been increasing in tempo, commenced 


during the Reagan administration. Since 
loyal Reagan supporters were reticent 
to exhibit dissension in the ranks, the 
criticisms achieved a distinct partisan 
flavor. 
But the agency, which expends more 
than $17 million a year, exists for the 
sole purpose of assuring the furnishing 
of adequate service at the lowest 
possible rates, without discrimination, 
to all utility patrons. Its decisions, in 
recent years at least, have been highly 
controversial and, rightfully or not, 
suspect. While it is natural that the 
public will, expecially during periods of 
inflation and economic depression, react 
with more than usual resentment at 
increases for basic necessities, the 
mystery which cloaks rate increase 
decisions has worked to inflame the 
suspicions and bitterness. 
The commission came into being in

Monitoring Exxon 


There has never been any question but 
that Exxon’s offshore oil facilities will 
pollute their environment to some degree. 
The big question has been exactly how 
much? 
The federal government, in granting the 
offshore leases in the first place, obviously 
felt that whatever pollution resulted was 
far outweighed by the benefits of having 
producing oil wells in the Santa Barbara 
Channel. The wisdom of their thoughts 
remains to be seen, of course. 
What also remains to be seen is 
specificially how that pollution is going to 
be 
monitored. 
According 
to 
Albert 
Reynolds, 
our county’s environmental 
coordinator, nothing much of substance 
has been mentioned about that aspect of 
the development, even though the inland 
processing plant has been successfully and 
sufficiently planned to include such a 
system. Indeed, Reynolds has gone so far 
as to request $15,000 with which to lay the 
groundwork for a pollution monitoring 
system in the channel, and was turned 
down by the Board of Supervisors, who are

now 
presumably 
investigating 
other 
avenues. 


We are glad to see a man with some 
foresight leading the parade to see that 
some sort of pollution monitoring system 
is established. The increased numbers of 
tankers plying the channel waters when 
the 
offshore 
units are 
complete, 
in 
addition 
to 
the 
drilling 
platform 
themselves, necessitate a watchful eye, 
and it’s not too early to being moving in 
that direction. 


Exxon will probably not be drilling, 
pum ping, 
piping, 
processing 
or 
transferring for several years yet, which 
should 
give 
whatever 
governmental 
agency in charge of such matters ample 
time to install a system capable of doing 
the job. But the years pass quickly when 
speaking 
in 
terms 
of 
technological 
applications, and we trust we will not have 
to experience a general degradation of our 
marine and coastal environment before 
such 
a 
system 
becomes 
effectively 
functional. 


Iran's boom 


1946. Actually it had existed as the 
Railroad Commission since 1880 Prior to 
that the regulation of “utilities” was 
started by the first Legislature in 1850 
which brought toll bridges and ferries 
under 
state 
licensing. 
The 
same 
Legislature barred rate reductions by 
the Legislature below that which would 
provide the railroads 30 per cent profit 
on paid in capital without the consent of 
the 
railroads! 
In 
1876 
lim ited 
jurisidiction 
over 
railroads 
was 
delegated to an appointive board of 
Transportation Commissioners which 
was succeeded two years later by a 
single commissioner. 
The 1880 “reform” brought about by 
the adoption of the 1879 constitution 
proved ineffective. The commission had 
no power to regulate service. For more 
than 
thirty 
years 
the commission 
continued with “innocuous impotence“ 
until the reform drive by Hiram Johnson 
brought about the reconstitution of the 
Railroad Commission through a vote of 
the people in 1911. By that time the 
public utility field had grown far beyond 
the scope of the term “transportation 
companies.” While the 1911 act provided 
for 
legislative 
implementation 
it 
prohibited 
any 
cu rt a il me n t, 
modification or abridgements by the 
Legislature. In 1946 a constitutional 
a me ndme nt 
r e de si gn at ed 
the 
commission to its present name. 
Within the authority of the Legislature 
there have been many new provisions of 
law, mostly augmenting PUC authority. 
No substantial changes have been made 
in its operations or procedures. It is to 
these latter points Duffy has aimed his 
measures. He would bar commissioners 
from singly performing any commission 
functions, 
require 
hearing 
officers 
present on every case, and make 
mandatory the disclosure of every 
proposed decision. 
His 
bills 
would 
also 
make 
the 
executive officer, 
rather 
than 
the 
c o m m i s s i o n 
p r e s i d e n t , 
the 
administrative 
officer 
and 
require 
public hearings on ail rate cases. 
It 
is 
an 
irony 
that an 
agency 
established to protect the public has 
come to act so much behind curtains of 
secrecy that legislation is necessary to 
brine it into full view 


TEHRAN 
— 
The 
boom 
roaring 
through this capital is pulling into its 
maw money seekers from all over the 
globe. This is a gold rush, an oil rush, 
that puts the Klondikes of the past in the 
shade. 
In 
an 
endless 
stream 
they 
keep 
com ing 
seek in g 
contracts, 
commissions, a piece 
of the action that is 
transforming 
this 
nation of 32 million. 
As many as 20,000 
Americans, 
civilian 
and 
military, 
are 
already 
here. 
The 
number is expected to 
grow to 50,000 in the 
next few years as the big contracts such 
as those for nuclear power plants move 
from 
the 
negotiating 
stage 
to 
construction. 
Germans, French, British, Japanese, 
they are 
all here. The school for the 
children 
of Japanese businessmen 
occupies a four-story building. Three 
schools 
for American children are 
overcrowded. 
It has its wryly comic aspects. The 
few first-class hotels, such as the Hilton, 
are so jammed with 
reservations 
unavailable two months in advance that 
bank 
executives 
find 
themselves 
sleeping in the lobby or in the steam 
bath if they arrive after the date of their 
reservation. Down to the lowliest flea 
bag it is almost literally true that every 
room in the city is filled. 
Statistics that pour out of government 
offices, as planning commissions and 
budget 
bureaus 
wrestle 
with 
the 
problems of Jack in the Bean Stalk, 
suggest 
the 
magnitude 
of 
the 
undertaking. 
Between 1973 and 1978 Iran will spend 
close to $70 billion on modernization and 
new construction. This does not include 
military purchases to make the Iranian 
air force, navy and army as well 
equipped as any in the world. 
Teams of bidders from at least four 
nations have been here with plans for a 
new highway system through a country 
still largely in the dirt road stage. The 
plans call for the use of huge earth- 
moving machines that are the specialty 
of American road builders. Orders from 
Tehran have eased a bit of the pain in 
recession-plagued Detroit. 
Two thousand white trucks are on 
order. A Mack assembly plant is going 
up. Both Chrysler and Chevrolet have 
contracted to help assemble a small 
Iranian passenger car. 
The optimists believe this is only the 
beginning. 
A 
joint 
U.S.-Iranian 
commission puts trade between the two 
nations at close to $15 billion over a five- 
year period and it is likely to be closer to 
$20 billion. This excludes oil which, at 
the current quadrupled price, would be 
much greater with the balance tipped 
heavily against the United States. 
The nuclear power plants are the 
center piece. The French and the 
Germans have each signed letters of 
intent for two plants. The remaining six, 
completing the 10 projected for the 
national plan, will presumably go to 
American contractors. But negotiations 
are held up by U.S. requirements 
covering 
peaceful 
uses of atomic 
materials. 
All this furious action has put a strain 
on facilities never meant to handle more 
than a fraction of the constantly 
increasing flow of goods. Often as many 
as 100 ships are waiting to be unloaded 
outside Iran’s principal port on the 
Persian Gulf. They may wait for days or 


even weeks adding to the cost of the 
shipment. 
Two new ports are projected but, like 
so 
much 
else 
in 
enlarging 
the 
infrastructure, this takes time. 


Trucks from every manufacturing 
center in Western Europe snake through 
snowy passes and corkscrew turns on 
mountain roads with freight that will 
reach Tehran three to four weeks in 
advance of a shipment by sea. 


Sea and land are often combined with 
shippers routing their goods to ports on 
the Black Sea and thence by truck to 
Iran. The destination in this truck traffic 
jam is not always Iran but sometimes 
Iraq and other oil-rich states. 
A deficiency as serious as the

inadequate infrastructure is the lack of 
trained manpower. The government has 
been 
combing 
every 
neighboring 
country for skilled workers and going 
even farther aflied to fill jobs that 
Iranians cannot handle. 
Koreans have been brought in to drive 
trucks in the jammed streets of the 
capital and other developing industrial 
centers. On a higher level, observers 
question the gap in expertise between 
the influx of foreigners and Iranians who 
must be responsible for the end result. 
They ask whether this is not a serious 
flaw in the revolution designed to move 
a primitive economy into the late 20th 
century. But whatever the flaws, the 
movement 
at 
this 
point 
looks 
irresistible.

Had an Alice-in-Wonderland dream 
the other night after dining out the 
American way, on deep fried frozen fish, 
instant mashed potatoes, a canned 
vegetable and a canned fruit: 
I was rollerskating along when I 
noticed a green glow beyond some trees. 
Approaching carefully, I discovered, to 
my dismay, a family of aliens from 
outer space cheerfully picnicking. 
Their’s was a strange feast; not 
because of the table manners, but 
because of the exotic forms and colors 
of their edibles. 
1975 Earth food is typically shaped in 
squares, rectangles, and cylindricals. 
The colors are muted greens, depleted 
whites, and haggard browns. 
The rations of the aliens evoked, for 
me, a luring viability, and I remember 
thinking that maybe Adam felt the same 
desire for the forbidden fruit.
